WASHINGTON (N E A )- The 
Sen ate is u p to its tricks ag ain . It has 
b efo re it a b ill, S.5, called a “su n ­ 
shin e” law which p u rp o rts to g en er­ 
ally o p en meetin g s o f Sen ate an d 
Ho u se co mmittees an d o f certain se­ 
lected g o v ern men t ag en cies to the 
p u b lic. 
The b ill is en thu siastically su p ­ 
p o rted b y Co mmo n Cau se an d o ther 
g ro u p s listed as “p u b lic in terest.” 
In tru th, S.5 , as first in tro du ced, 
had so me measu re o f in teg rity an d 
so me teeth. As amen ded, it is a 
sham an d facade, an attemp t to co n ­ 
v in ce v o ters the sp o n so rs are in ter­ 
ested in the p u b lic’s rig ht to kn o w. 
Bu t the teeth hav e b een filed do wn to 
the g u ms. 
The b ill starts o u t, sectio n b y sec­ 
tio n , in a straig htfo rward man n er. It 
declares Sen ate co mmittee meet­ 
in g s shall b e o p en —stan din g , select 
o r sp ecial, an d all su b co mmittee 
meetin g s. Ho u se co mmittee meet­ 
in g s shall b e o p en . Jo in t co n g res­ 
sio n al meetin g s shall b e o p en . The 
meetin g s o f mo st o f the imp o rtan t 
reg u lato ry ag en cies shall b e o p en . 
Then co me the ex cep tio n s. Each 
is reaso n ab le o n its face. Meetin g s 
can b e clo sed to the p u b lic in the in ­ 
terests o f n atio n al defen se, fo reig n 
p o licy o r law en fo rcemen t, fo r the 
p ro tectio n o f trade secrets, fin an cial 
an d co mmercial in fo rmatio n g iv en 
the g o v ern men t o n a co n fiden tial 


b asis, o r to p ro tect in fo rmers o r law 
en fo rcemen t ag en ts. 
They can b e clo sed to p ro tect in ­ 
fo rmatio n which wo u ld b e an u n war­ 
ran ted in v asio n o f p riv acy , o r which 
wo u ld ex p o se so me p erso n to dis­ 
g race o r p u b lic co n temp t, o r which 
wo u ld ten d to “charg e” an in div idu ­ 
al with crime o r misco n du ct. There 
are o ther ex cep tio n s. 
No w it will easily b e seen that 
while mo st, p erhap s all, o f these ex ­ 
cep tio n s hav e g reat merit, they are 
so b ro ad in sco p e that v irtu ally an y 
co n g ressio n al co mmittee meetin g o r 
sessio n o f an y imp o rtan ce co u ld b e 
clo sed to the p u b lic u n der these p ro ­ 
v isio n s—with little o r n o reco u rse. 
The sav in g g race in the o rig in al 
b ill lay in a series o f p arag rap hs 
p ro v idin g that a fo u rth o f the co m­ 
mittee o r su b co mmittee memb ers 
co u ld, in mo st cases, raise a p o in t o f 
o rder within two day s, fo rcin g a v o te 
b y Co n g ress o n thro win g the tran ­ 
scrip t o f the co n tested clo sed meet­ 
in g o p en to the g en eral p u b lic. 
This, o f co u rse, p ro v ided a mean s 
b y which a decisio n to clo se a meet­ 
in g o r p o rtio n s o f a meetin g co u ld b e 
kep t so mewhat ho n est. These p ara­ 
g rap hs, ho wev er, were elimin ated 
fro m the b ill. 
The elimin atio n o f the safeg u ard 
mean s, in fact, that if the b ill b e­ 
co mes law, what the p u b lic will 
hav e access to will, as n o w, b e at the 
whim o f the majo rity o f tho se p res­ 


en t at each co mmittee meetin g . 
Which is essen tially n o differen t 
fro m this y ear o r last o r the y ear 
b efo re, fo r mo st co mmittees. 
Matter o f fact, the listin g o f “leg ­ 
itimate” b asis fo r clo sin g meetin g s 
to the p u b lic, an d listin g the b asis o n 
su ch detail, will, if histo ry is a g u ide, 
make it easier to clo se cru cial dis­ 
cu ssio n s to the p u b lic. 


The o n ly meetin g s we shall b e 
p riv y to in detail will b e tho se calcu ­ 
lated to dru m u p su p p o rt at the n ex t 
electio n fo r the memb ers o f the co m­ 
mittee in v o lv ed, o r meetin g s so in ­ 
n o cu o u s n o o n e cares whether 
they ’re p u b lic o r n o t. We shall n o t 
learn the cru cial p o ten tially emb ar­ 
rassin g o p in io n s an d decisio n s o f 
sen ato rs an d rep resen tativ es. Fo r 
so me way will b e fo u n d to classify 
these as in imical to the n atio n al in ­ 
terest o r u n fairly emb arrassin g to 
so me p erso n o r g ro u p . 
Tho u g h in Washin g to n it is cu s­ 
to mary to deride state g o v ern men ts, 
it is to b e n o ted that ev en Co mmo n 
Cau se fin ds that in o p en in g co mmit­ 
tee meetin g s to the p u b lic, the states 
are n o w well ahead o f the U.S. Co n ­ 
g ress. Say s Co mmo n Cau se: “With 
the p assag e o f o p en meetin g laws in 
West Virg in ia an d Missisip p i in 197 5, 
o n ly New Yo rk an d Rho de Islan d 
clin g to the o ld way s o f do in g mo st o f 
the p u b lic’s b u sin ess b ehin d clo sed 
do o rs.”

“We can n o t take reco v ery fo r 
g ran ted,” Presiden t Fo rd warn ed 
his Rep u b lican au dien ce in Illi­ 
n o is recen tly . The Admin istra­

The car in du stry , 
mo v in g delicately b ecau se it do es 
n o t wan t to scare o ff b u y ers as it 
did a y ear ag o with a 9-10 p er cen t 
b o o st, say s that the 1976 mo dels, 
du e o n the market in a few weeks, 
will co st o n av erag e $206 mo re 
than the 1975 mo dels did. 
This p ro p o sal lo o ks less mo d- 
■61 w hen it is ap p reciated that 
b u y ers will hav e to p ay 6 p er cen t 
mo re fo r ex tras, that so me eq u ip ­ 
men t fo rmerly stan dard will n o w 


b eco me o p tio n al an d hav e to b e 
p aid fo r an d that dealers’ m ar­ 
g in s are b ein g sq u eezed; this 
mean s that they will n o t b e so 
g en ero u s as they hav e b een in the 
p ast o v er o ld cars b ein g traded in . 
The tru e in crease is p ro b ab ly 
o v er 5 p er cen t.

As it hap p en s, the rev o lu tio n ary 
idea co in cides with Rifkin ’s in ­ 
sisten ce that demo cratic ideals fo r 
to o lo n g hav e b een ex clu ded fro m 
co rp o rate p o licy makin g . Like 
Bern ard Baru ch, the o p en , co llared 
Rifkin b eliev es that the hu man ities 
sho u ld co me b efo re the do llars:

U.S. will p ay fo r peace 
Agreement will cost 
more than $9 billion 


WASHINGTON AP) — Israel, 
Egypt and some other Arab 
countries would get at least $9 
billion in American aid over the 
next three years as part of Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger’s bargaining for the new 
Middle East agreement. 
The administration, congres­ 
sional and diplomatic sources 
who provided the figure empha­ 
sized that this is a minimum 
sum and that it could run much 
higher as time passes. 
Both Israel and Egypt de­ 
manded large amounts of as­ 
sistance before agreeing to the 
interim 
settlement, 
under 
which the Jewish state surren­ 
dered some land on the Sinai 
Peninsula in exchange for polit­ 
ical concessions by Cairo. 
Kissinger has already begun 
lobbying for congressional ap­ 
proval of his economic promis­ 
es, which break down this way: 
—Israel will get about $2.5 
billion the first year, Egypt be­ 
tween $600 million and $800 mil­ 
lion. 
—The second and third years 
will see Israel receiving a total 
of $3 billion. Aid to Egypt will 
be about $2 billion during the 
two remaining years. 


Grants and loans to Syria and 
perhaps other Arab nations also 
will be included in the aid 
package. Only rough estimates 
have been made for this pend­ 
ing negotiations between Israel 
and Syria, but they are in the 
area of $10 0 million. 
Sources said these working 
figures are minimums and ad­ 
ditional costs will increase the 
total to at least $9 billion dur­ 
ing the expected life of the 
agreement. 
Under the program worked 
out for this year, Israel will re­ 
ceive about 
$1.6 
billion 
in 
grants and loans to modernize 
and expand its armed forces 
and to build a new defense line 
in the Sinai. 
The other $900 million, in­ 
cluding $350 million to replace 
oil from fields returned to 
Egypt, will be for economic 
matters. 
Egypt’s share for this year 
will be entirely economic at 
this stage, with about two- 
thirds devoted to development 
assistance and the rest 
in 
wheat and other agricultural 
grants. 
In the remaining two years, 
Israel’s aid will be reduced to a 


total of $3 billion and with an 
increased share devoted to 
stabilizing the inflation-ridden 
Israeli economy. 


On the other hand, the $2 bil­ 
lion allotted for Egypt in the 
last two years of the agreement 
will show a major share in mil­ 
itary aid. 


The exact financial arrange­ 
ments have not been worked 
out for the 150 Americans who 
will man electronic spy bases 
in the Sinai demilitarized zone. 
However, the sources say the 
United States will assume most 
of the costs. 


NAPLES, Fla. (AP) — Dur­ 
ing the past several years of 
tight money and record-break­ 
ing mortgage interest rates, a 
huge Teamsters Union pension 
fund and its friends offered 
bargain financing for buyers of 
individual units in a waterside 
condominium. 
For less than 12 per cent 
down payment, you could, for 
example, obtain a $22,700 resort 
unit overlooking a pleasant ma­ 
rina in the harbor of this Flori­ 
da Gulf Coast community. 
The Central States, Southeast 
and Southwest Areas Pension 
fund was willing to loan you the 
$2 0 ,0 0 0 
balance for a modest in­ 
terest rate of 6 *2 per cent. That 
was as much as three points 
lower than the going rate for 
conventional home mortgages 
during the 1972-75 period that 
units were available here at 
Cove Inn. 
What’s more, if you didn’t 
care to come up with the full 
down payment in cash, some 
friends and advisers to the fund 
were willing to lend you most 
of that amount — again at the 
bargain 6 4 per cent rate. 
The pension fund insures the 
retirement income of truck 
drivers who contribute to it. 
How well it does this depends 
on how sucessfully the monies 
are invested. 
Low rates on loans as small 
as $8,800 form a sidelight to the 
practices of the $1.4 billion Cen­ 
tral States Fund, better known 
for its multimillion-dollar in­ 
vestments in projects promoted 
by favored borrowers, some 
connected 
with 
organized 
crime, than for its beneficence 
to the average vacation home 
buyer. 
It appears, in fact, to be the 
first known instance where the 
fund has accepted large num­ 
bers of individual mortgages. 
The second-mortgage holders 
are a group of lawyers who ad­ 
vise the pension fund, plus Al­ 
len Dorfman, the wealthy insur­ 
ance agent whom James R. 
Hoffa installed to oversee the 
fund when Hoffa went to jail in 
1967. Dorfman himself was con­ 


victed in 1972 of accepting a 
$55,000-kickback to arrange a 
fund loan. 
The fund became involved 
with Cove Inn in 1964, when it 
obtained a $1.35-million mort­ 
gage on the property then being 
held by a Miami bank. As with 
so many other Fund deals, the 
loan went bad. 
At a Collier County fore­ 
closure sale, the Fund bid $1 
million and took over the prop­ 
erty, then being run as a motel. 
For more than three years 
the Fund held the property as 
it went through a series of 
three-and four-figure delinquen­ 
cy tiffs with federal and state 
tax authorities. 
In a series of transactions 
Jan. 2 and 3, 1969, the property 
passed through the hands of 
Dorfman, fund lawyer Alvin 
Baron, and three men in an 
outside law firm that advises 
the Fund, Morton J. Harris, Ira 
M. Burman and Harvey M. Si- 
lets. 
The property wound up in the 
hands of The Cove of Naples, 
Inc., which paid $1.9 million.

Und er the o ld co ntract, first- 
y ear teachers ho ld ing bach­ 
elo r’s d egrees earned $9,200 a 
y ear, and tho se with m aster’s 
d egrees receiv ed $10,250.

came to terms, end ing a strike 
that began Au g. 25 and affected 
abo u t 6 ,000 stu d ents and 4 50 
teachers. 
The p act that enabled scho o ls 
to reo p en Frid ay inclu d es a 


p ackage o f med ical and life in­ 
su rance benefits and p ay hikes 
o f 11 p er cent. Teachers were 
seeking a 14 p er cent raise. 


A new co ntract also was ac­ 
cep ted late Thu rsd ay by teach­ 
ers in Ro ckfo rd ju st two d ay s 
befo re a sched u led strike v o te. 
Classes o p ened Wed nesd ay bu t 
talks co ntinu ed u ntil the tenta­ 
tiv e settlement was reached . 
The new co ntract calls fo r 
p ay raises, increased med ical 
insu rance co v erage and a limit 
to the nu mber o f stu d ents in 
p hy sical ed u catio n classes. 


Ano ther ro u nd o f nego tiatio ns 
Frid ay in the Chicago strike 
p ro v ed u nsu ccessfu l, and the

Ro bert M. Healey , p resid ent 
o f the Chicago Teachers Unio n, 
said he will ask May o r Richard

he will step in o nly if bo th sid es 
ask him. 


Healey said the teachers seek 
agreement o n three remaining 
d isp u ted issu es in time fo r 
classes fo r the city ’s 530,000 p u ­ 
p ils to start Mo nd ay .

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 18 
y ears old and in good health. I 
ex ercise with weights. I am 
confu sed abou t the right way to 
accom p lish my goals. I want to 
increase strength withou t ex ­ 
cessiv e m u scle bu ild ing. Is it 
better to u se a lot of weight with 
a few rep etitions, or a lesser 
am ou nt with more rep etitions? 
DEAR READER — You will 
get 
d iffe re nt 
op inions. 
A 
general gu id eline is to lift a 
weight for a p articu lar ex ercise 
that y ou can lift com fortably 
three tim es in a row, bu t one 
heav y enou gh that y ou can’t lift 
it easily 10 or m ore tim es in a 
row. 
Lift this am ou nt of weight as 
many tim es as y ou are able u p 
to 10 tim es in a row for each ex ­ 
ercise session. Some ex p erts 
then ad v ise resting and rep eat­ 
ing the nu m ber of contractions. 
If y ou d o this sm all nu m ber 
three tim es a week, with a d ay 
of rest between ex ercise ses­ 
sions, 
y ou 
will 
gain 
the 
m ax im u m amou nt of strength 
in the shortest p eriod of time. 
Lifting the sam e weight ov er 
and ov er again for m ore than 
ten tim es will not p rod u ce any 
m ore 
inc re a se 
in 
m u scle 
strength. It may ev en slow the 
norm al grow th and tissu e 
change y ou need for strength. 
The strength of a mu scle is 
re la te d to its size 
(cross- 
sectional area). Many bu lging 
mu scles, howev er, are bu lging 
not from strength bu t from fat 
insid e the mu scle. This occu rs 
from ex cess calories intake and 
d iet fad s, inclu d ing ex cess p ro­ 
tein intake u sed in bod y bu ild ­ 
ing p rogram s. A good norm al 
d iet with 100 gram s of p rotein a 
d ay is ad eq u ate for m ost 
strength p rogram s. Rem em ber 
a new p ou nd of mu scle only re­ 
q u ires 100 gram s of p rotein. 
Most of the mu scle weight is 
w ater. If y ou gain a p ou nd of 
m u scle a week it only takes 100 
gram s m ore p rotein a week 
than y ou wou ld otherwise eat. A 
p ou nd of lean raw m eat (cooked 
before eating, of cou rse) acfded 
to the d iet ov er the week is 
enou gh for this p u rp ose. Two 
and a half q u arts of fortified 
skim milk a week will also 
p rov id e abou t this mu ch p ro­ 
tein. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — R ecent­ 
ly my grand m other retu rned 
from the hosp ital and nu rsing 
home following a fractu red hip . 
She’s able to take a few step s, 
bu t her nails on her feet hav e 
grown so long and hard it 
cau ses her p ain and d iscomfort. 
Cou ld y ou su ggest a softening 
agent, as it is d elay ing her 
p rogress in walking0 
DEAR READER - The first 
step is to let her soak her feet in 
a tu b of warm w ater for 15 to 3 0 
minu tes or howev er long is re­ 
q u ired for softening. Be carefu l 
and d on’t m ake the w ater too 
hot and bu rn her foot. While the 
nails are still soft they can be 
trim m ed easily . That will help 
a lot. 
The second step is to d ry the 
feet and oil the nails well. You 
can u se any hand lu bricant or 
ev en cooking oil. The oil will 
help the nails reatin m oistu re 
and soften them
